This organization will develop a com- 
prehensive education/prevention effort 
in cooperation with other groups, 
ingluding the City of Newark Health 
Department, the Boys & Girls Clubs of 
Newark, and other youth groups as well 
as a host of agencies providing drug 
rehabilitation services and other health 
authorities. 

In addition, the Newark Community 
Project for Feople With A.I.D.S. 
solicits volunteers to serve on its 
Standing Committees and to visit the 
sick and smut-in. fir. John W. Alexander, 
Director of Fediatrics for The Childrens 
Hospital, has also asked us to solicit 
toys and clothing for the 1015 babies a 
day who enter the hospital’s Children 
with AIDS Project (CHAFF). 


This group alsa plans to publish and 
disseminate a comprehensive resource 
directory of services available from 
Public and private sources, also to the 
extent possible in cooperation with 
City’s and State Health officials.
